MINUTES 


Of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of North- Carolina, 
and adjacent States. 


The Ministers and Lay Delegates of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of North-Carolina and adjacent States, con- 
vened, pursuant to adjournment, at St. John’s Church, 
Wythe county, Virginia, on the first Sunday in May, 1829; 
and continued in close session during the 4th, 5th, and 6th, 
transacting business relative to the promotion of that part of 


the Lord’s Vineyard under their care, 


SUNDAY MORNING, the 3d. 


A large congregation having assembled, a discourse was 
delivered in the German language, from the Gospel according 
to St. John, 10 ch, and 11 v. by the Rev. Daniel Scherer, 
in the Church, with immediate reference to the Sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper ; at the same time, an English sermon, 
of similar import, was pronounced, from John, 3 ch. 16 v. 
by the Rev. S. 4. Mealy, of Savannah, Georgia,—to a nu- 
merous auditory, which had collected at a stand erected near 
the Church. An appropriate address was then made by the 
Rev. Mr. Shober, in the Church, explanatory of the true 
nature and design of the Holy Eucharist; which was im- 
mediately after administered, of which the Ministers, Lay § 
Delegates, and a respectable number of the Members of the 7 


Congregation participated. 
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Rev. Mr. Cline then preached at the stand, from the 
words recorded in Pauls first Epistle to the Cor. 3 oh. 11 v. 
After an intermission of half an hour,ahe Rev. John 
Reck preached in the Church, on the words of the Prophecy 
of Hoseah, 14 ch. § and 6-v’s. in English ; and Rev. Andrew 
Seechrist, at the stand, in German, from John, 3 ch. 16 v. 


In the evening, Rev. Mr. Mealy delivered another dis- 
course in the Court-House, to an overflowing and attentiye 


audience. 


On Saturday preceding, the Rev. Henry Graeber 
preached in German, on Luke, 5 ch, 32 v.; and Rev. John 
Reck in English, from Isaiah, 55 ch. 1 and 2 v’s, preliminary 
to the Holy Communion ; and Rev. Jacob Sherer, resident 
Pastor, recited the preparatory services. 

The design of all the brethren in their discourses, was to 
enlighten the minds, impress the hearts, and reform the lives 
of the hearers ; and, judging from the solemo attention and 
deep interest evinced im the sacred truths delivered, we are 
encouraged te hope that much good was effected on this oc- 


casion, and that many will have reason to rejoice on account 


of it in the day of eternity. 


MONDAY MORNING, the 4th.

them occasionally, and if administer the Lord’s 
Supper.

Therefore, it was resolved that this Synod conceive it a duty to ufye upon 


all its Ministers the necessity of using their best efforts in establishing 
Sunday Schools, and depositing religious Tracts, in their respective con- 
gregations.

On. motion, resolved, that copies of our Minutes be 
transmitted to the different Lutheran Synods.in the United 
States, as follows : Ten copies to the General Synod; 5 to 
the Synod of New-York ; 5 to the Synod of Est Pennsylva- 
hia ; 5 to the Synod of West Pennsylvania; 5 to the Synod of 
Maryland and Virginia; 10 to the Synod of South Carolina ; 
5 to the Synod_of Ohio. . 

Whereas, a number of petitions were presented, inviting 
this Synod, in the most urgent terms, to hold its next session 
amoung them, it was resolved to decide by ballot ; which was 
done; and on counting the votés, Guilford had*a small 
Majority. This Synod’ will, therefore, assemble at Lau’s 
Church, in Guilford county, North Carolina, om the first 
Sundey in May, 1830. 

The committee designated to examine the candidates

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A large assenibly having collected, the Rey. Mr: Meily preached in 
the English language, from John’s Gerpel, 9 ch. 4 v. The Rev. President. © 
foliowedl immediately, and preached from the Parable of the Labourers, 
recorded in the gospel of St. Matt.\20 ch. with a direct reference to the 
Gospel Ministry, in which he Gelineated, in a very pathetic’ and nervous 
manner, that the Gospel provides for men a Caily and laborious employment, 
the difficulties, and variety of temptations to which a faithful and zealous 
minister is exposed, from the world, Satan, and our own depraved nature ; » 
that a.very important era in the histor? of our world hasarrived, in which 
the Lord is calling and sending forth ministers to preach the everlasting — 
gospel to Gentile and Jew; and that the auspicious day will soon dawn, 
when the Isles of the sea shall be converted, and a nation born to God in a 
day. He alsv stated the greatnecessity of renewed efforts, and redoubled 
diligence, by instruction and prayer, in pablic and in private, in Sunday 
Schools and similar nurseries of religion; that the Lor would increase the 
number of faithful and zealous Labourers in his vineyard, and especially’in 
our Lutheran Zion. And as an encouragement ‘to pious Ministers, he 
described, in glowing colours, the unspeakable reward promued, the crown 
of righteousness, the inheritance that is incorruptible and unfading, end the 
eternal weight of glory that will be an: the iaithful 
the Lord’s vineyard. 

Rev. Messrs. Joke P. Cline, and Daniel J. Hauer, were 
then solemnly ordained as Pastors in the Evangelical Luthe- 


ran Church, by the laying on of hands and prayer.” 
The Evangelical Lutheran Missionary Society fo 
North-Carolina and Adjaceni States, then held secon 
annual meeting; elected new officers; received several 
Auxiliary societies, established in Rev. Messrs. Jenkins*® 
and Hauer’s congregations ; transacted all the business that 
came under its immediate control; and then adjournedy to 
convene again in Guilford county, N. Carolina, on “tlie last 
day of the session of Synod, at Lau’s Church, in 1830, 
Resolved, that a Special Conference be held at St. 
Michael's. Church, in Iredell county, N. Carolina, on the 
second Sunday in September, 1829; and that it be the duty 


of all the neighbouring Ministérs to attead.
